Not made,as the ſonnes of Aaron were after the law, 
of a carnall commandement ; but after the power of an 
endleſſe life ;(aith he, in the 16. verſe.

one afteranother till the paſon of Chritt. 

After whoſe Sacrifice offered on the Croſle, 

which was the concluſion and conſummation of 
allSacrifices : the whole Ceremoniall Law,Moſai- 
call Sacrifices,and Prieſthood , wereto end, with 
the beautifull Temple,and altar therein;

And the renewing of them derogateth: much 
fromChriſts ſoveraigne ſacrifice, for it implyeth 
imperfe&ion inthe ſame, As St. Paw! proveth, by 
the legall facrifices offered ſo often, becauſe they 
were imperfe&. 

Origez writeth thus in his Treatiſe on atther, 
weniente Printipe Sacerdotum, the Prince of Prieſts 
berng come, the Prieſt in figure ceaſed, The temple 
made of ſtones 1s deſtroyed to grvue place to the Temple 
made of lively ſtones : Effoſſum eſt altare quod erat 
deorſum :The altar below oz Earth was broken downe, 
ed ee Oe eas wr" 
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becauſe the beaventy altar bad appeared 29, 
What have wee then to doe with thern,if they 
be paſt and gone ? Surely nothing. True Chrt- 
Rians ever ſince the Lords death, have left them 
both Prieſts and altars to Iewes andGentiles. 

But the VV hore of Ba4yloxs baſtardly breod,do- 
ting upon their Mothers beauty,that painted Har- 
lot the Church of Rowe, have laboured to reftore 
her all her robes and-jewels againe : eſpecially her 
looking glaſſe the Maſle,in which ſhe may behold 
all her bravery. oy 

For they deſpiſing the-plaine ſimplicity and 
modeſt attire of that grave matron Chriſts holy 
ſpouſe have turned her officers all out. of dores 
withall her houſhould ftuffe,her Tables, her cups, 
her bookes, her cotmmmunions, the very names of 
her Miniſters, and ſuch like words uſed by the ho- 
ly Ghoſt through the newTeſtament. 

In ſtead whereof the words Prieſt, and altar, are 
_ takenup by them 3 becauſe withoutPrieſt no Sa- 
crifice can be offered, without Prieſt and Sacrifice 
there is nouſe of an Altar : and without all three, 
Prieſt, Sacrifice, and altar, there can be no Maſſes: 

But the Maſſe comming in brings in with it an 
inundation of Ceremonies, crofſles, and Crucifixes, 
and Challices, and Images, Copes, and Can- 
dleſticks, and Tapers, and Baſons, aid a thouſand 
ſuch Trinckets, which attend upon the Maſle .All. 
which we have feene in this church ſince the Com. 
munion table was turned to an Altar. | 

Yet indeed 1t 15 no altar, that's but a nick-name, 
ts 1s wrongfully ſo called. For if it be analtas there 

B 3 miſt. 
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muſt needes bee a Sacrifice offered by a Prieſt to 
GoJ 3 but inthe Communion nothing is offered 
ro God but prayers, but praiſe and Thankſgiving, 
which the hearts and lips of all faithfull conmu- 
nicants offer to God,by their Mediator Chriſt. 

They lay them-not on a Table, they lay not 
their thankes,they lay not their prayers upon anal- 
tar, cither of wood, or ſtone 3 as the Aarontucall 
Prieſts laid their burnt offerings and incenſe. 

Wee let indeed the bread and wine upon the ta- 
ble, deſigning them to a Sacramentall: uſe by the 
conſecration of Gods holy Word: we doe not offer 
them to God, but God offereth them, and giveth 
tem tons, and with them his Sonne' Chriſt,if wee 
be taithfull and worthy receivers. JE0Þ 

To ſuch they are indeed and in truth ſpiritually, 
and Sacramentally , the very body and bloud of 
Chriſt, then which more holy things the whole 
world affordeth not. 

But if it bee an Altar, as Maſſe-prieſts and our 
Prieſtsuſe to call it 3 and the body and bloud of 
Chriſt a Sacrifice to God offered thereon, then is 
the Altar better, and more holy then the body of 

Chrilt,for it ſanctityerh it. | 

Marke this,if the table, whether wood or ſtone, 
be 2n Altar, it is better then the body of Chriſt, 
and holyer(vhich to fay or thinke 1s horrible blaſ- 
ph:my) it is holier, | lay, becauſe ir ſantifieth 
Chrifts boy >17 bloud, of it be an altar. 

For wittont Contrid ion, fiurh the Apoſtle, Heb. 
7,717 he 12fe i bleſſen of the ei ter,proving there- 
by that fMc/chrfeieci was a better man then Atra- 

ham, 
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ham,and we knoiy that to bleſſe is to confecrate or 
ſanRAifie. 

So faith ourSaviour-in the. 2 3.0f atth.z ,v.re- 
proving the Phariſes, who taught,»boſyert er ſhall 
ſweare by the altar it is nothing, but whoſuever ſhall 
ſweare ty the gift, that is the ſacrifice - the altar, 
he ts guilty. Tee fooles and blind, whether is preater 
the gift or the altar that ſaa#tjeth the oift2S0 ſayl 
to ſuch found and ignorant teaczers,who call them- 
felvesPrietts-and the Table an altar.  . 

Ye blind Popiſh Prieſts, underſtand ye not, that 
by erecting an altar ye advance it above the boy 
of Chriſt, ye make it better thenChriſts body ,by 
making it a ſacrifice fancified by the altar? 

And J am verily per{waded,that ſome there are, 
whoeſtceme more of it then they dce of Chrilts 
body. 

For] have ſcene, J have ſeen, I ſay,thePrieft(fo 
will he needs be called)take up the body & blood 
after conſecration, and -holding them in his hands, 
make a low legge to the altar 3 and before hee ſet 
them downe againe bow .himſelte- devoutly and 
worſhip the altar. 

He yeelded no reverence at all to Chriſts body, 
neither when he: held it in his owne, nor when he 
had delivered it, into. the receivers hands. 

What is it to preferre.a ſtone or apiece of wood 
before the body of Chriſt;if this be nor;to bow to 
his altar, and not to his body, to make many legs 
to theKings. chaire, and none to theK1ng himſelfe? 

And this 1s evident by their daily pra&iſe, For 
the altar is every day worſhipped with ducking to 

"os 
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it, though there be no Communion,nor any.man 
rhere 3Chriſts body is not worſhiped with duck- 
ing,no not at the CommuNnion : f; it aot worſe 
then Popery ? | 

But theFathers many times call it an A/tar.It is 

true, for the myſtery of iniquity began betime to 
worke by ſmall beginnings lurking in words- 

Sacerdotes, altaria, Prieſts, and alters,and reje- 

ting them which Gods Spirit had taught, and the 
Apoſtles ever uſed, Miniftros & Menſas, Miniſters 
andT ables, that way might be made for A#tichrijt 
and his abominable ſacrifice ofthe Maſfſe. _ 

Yet theFathers worſhipped nat their altars:Ter- 
tall; an faith Bellarmine, was the firft that mentioneth 
ATT that is ducking to Altars, which he 

earned of his Maſter MHoztazus, the firſt fonnder 
of croſſings,and duckings, and many other Cere- 
moniall fooleries, to which he- annexed the gift 
of the holy Ghoſt. 

ForTertullian, faith(hemnitius, was the authour, 
omntum fereCeremoniarum P apiſl icari;tna @ manner 
of all Popiſh (eremonies, 

 Whereupon aroſe an opinion,that ſonranus the 

heretick was the holy Ghoſt 3 that he claimed the 

name, vertue,and dignity of the holyGhoſt,which 

15 not credible fo learned aDo@our as Tertullian 

could belceve. 

But he aſcribed, as thc Papiſts dee,ſuch power 
and holinefſe to the Ceremonies which Afortarus 

had deviſed, that without- them none could bce * 

partakers of the holy Ghoſt. Fo 
As if the holy Ghoſt werg annexed to Ceremo-

The Lords Table therefore andthe Font they 
are. Altars both alike, as an appieand-an egge are 
onions both alikes. that 1s naither of them 'preperly 
and truly, though they have a kind of reſeinblance : 
and being both alike , and of equall worthinefle, 
why are they ſo farre put aſunder, the whole length 
of the Chaarch, one at the head, the other at the 
foote £ 

Why are they not ſet in the body of the Church 
or quire, being the fitteſt place to receive the grea- 
telt aſſemblies and moit Communicants #?

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Why is the altar lifted up to thetop of the San- 
@uary or Chappell , or the Font not admitted ſo 
much as to the bottome ? Jt is not ſuffered to ſtand 
in the wonted place behinde the quire doore , why 
is one preferred as holier then the other,beingSacra- 
ments of cquall dignity ? We” 

Jn St. Peters Church at Zuricke the LordsTable 


and the Font or Bapittery ſtood both in one place, . - 


as witneſſeth Hoſþp1uran : and ſo they ſtood here 
all the time of our former Bithops , tiH the proud 
altar mounting aloft , ſhouldered the poore Font 
out of the quire , andtoſling it from poſt to pillar 
thruſt it almoſt quite out of dores. 

Doe J ſay almoſt ? 'tis eut ofthe TChnrch quite, 
for one thing is Templum, another thing is Eccleſia. 

Eccleſia isthe Church where a Congregation of 
people uſeth'to aſſemble, to hearethe word prea- 
ched, which in Latzze js Corrro, and it f1gnifieth not 
onely rhe Sermon,but coet:m,the multitude meeting 
together to heare Gods word. i 

And the Preacher is called Ecc/eſ:aftes, or Concio- 
zator, derived from the ſame words. 

Wherenpon I conclude 3 That where no conore- 
gattronuſeth to meet toheare Sermons, that place rs 0 
Church ; and conſequently the Font being ſet in no 
place of aſſembly, it is not in theChurch : I confeffe 
it 1s, 22 Templo, im part of this vaſt fabrike, but there 
it 15 where the people never meet to heare Gods 
word preached, no more then they doe inthe ſtceple 
where the bells hang. | 

For this cauſe St. Fernard reprehended in his 
time, Templorum immenſas altitudenes, et immode- 
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yatas longitadines 5 the exceſi1ve herghtand immode- 
1te lerigths of Temples. | | 

Why ſo £ becaule he miſliked worldly magnifi- 
cence in the ſpirituall ſervice of God, who divelts 
not in Temples made w 1th hands. 

Alſo, becauſe hee would not have the Minifter 
2nd people fundred, nor {Cattered abroad in ſpati- 
ous roomes, but joyned together as neer as might 
bee.

To ſuch a dainty ſervice of heaven'y Harmony, 
the ſingular devotion , and hot zeale of this holy 
man, would carry him over hills and dales, through 
fire and water, rather forty m1Jes, then tivo miles 
to a Sermon. | | 

How thinke you ? was not this a profane , wit- 
Iefſe, graceleſſe, Antichriſtian ſaying, which pre- 
ferreth piping, and ſinging before Gods ordinance 
of preaching. 

Yet learned eAvetins,that famous Heluetian Dis

Againe, 1 doe not thiake;ſaizh Peter Martyr, that 
any of the Fathers were polluted with ſo greſſe 1dolatry, 
as to bow therr bodtes before altars,eſpectally when there 
75 20 communtongs is daily done at Durham, not to 
the place, but to the very ſtone, when they ſtand 
cloſc by the altar. | 

But if at any time,ſaith he,they ſhall be diſcovered 
' to have bin ſuch(altarworſhippers)let none of us be 
led by their books or exiples,vt 4 juſta obſervantia 
diving legis aberret, to decline from the ſtrict ob- 
ſervation of Gods law, which peremptorily forbid- 
deth the making of Jdols, and bowing to them.

men vie to ſup, and breake bread, not upon Altars, 
but at Tables. 

Origeaand Arobrus teſtifie,that the Gentiles in 
their time, 1400 yeare fince,made the ſame objei- 
on againit Chriſtians, that they had not Altars. 

Tt therefore there were none in the Primitive 
Church,which was moſt pure 3 why ſhould we bor- 
row them now ofthe corrupt Popith Church > 

But what ſay you, faith one of our Ceremony

So it is expounded by all learned Divines, both 
Papiſts and Proteſtants:and amo.yg the reſt,by one, 
whoſe authority the proudeſt altar-worſhipper dare 
not gainſay:I mean the King,Theologis Rex,that di- 
vine Prince King 7ames,who in his paraphraſe on the 
Revelationhath theſe words,interpreting the Text. 
1 ſaw under theeAltar the ſoules of the Martyrs, which 
cryed with a loud Voce how long wilt thou delayO Loyd; 
ſince thou art holy and true to revenge our blood, 

For perſecution 1t makes ſo great a number of Mar- 
tyrs,chat the ſoules lying under the eAltar, towit, in 
the ſafeguard of Jeſus Chriſt (who us the onely Altar, 
whereupon,and by whom 1t ts onely lawfull for vs to of- 

fer the ſacrifice of hearts and lips, to wit, our humble 
prayers to God the Father.) 

They did pray,and their blood did cry toheaven,and 
crave at the hands of their Father a juſt revenge of 
therr torments upon the wicked. | | 

Then white robes were gruen to every one of them - 
which,ſaith he, ought to be a wonderfull comfort to aff 
the charch militant. 4 . 

Since by this they be aſſured,that the ſoules of the 
Martyrs, ſo ſoone as therr bodies are killed ſhall im- 
mediately be rewarded with bright glory 1# heaven,zot 
going into ary other place by the way, which ts ſigniſed 
by the white Robes. 

Thus for his Majeftzes royall pen:by whom weare

But now I come to their maine argument, which 
they thinke quite overthrowes all that I have faid 
Concerning eAltars and Ceremonies. -

treaſon, as one ſaid. 
I anſiver, it was never out of the Kings Chappel 
Cat leaft the name ofan Altar) ſince the firft refor- 
mation in King £dwards time, if it had, ] ſuppoſe it 
had never come in againezin his religious ſuccefſors 
Raigne. 
But it bath bin by Lames ejefted out of this church, 
«nd changed into a ſacred Table, Hieran wapezan,as 
 Chryſoſtome calls it. T marvell therefore,what law- 
\ lefle man could reftore it without law. 
Again,what have we to doe with imitation of the 
court? May we be fo ſawcy,as to imitate theKing _ 
E] 
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All things?1s it not trea{6?1s it not rebellio fo todo. 
What bold preſumption is this in a Prieſt orPre- 
Lite to take upon him to be like the King,without 
his leavezand not to ſuffer his Majeſty for to have 
ſomething extraordinary, above the vulgar ſort in 
magnificence and tate: 
The King commands us to obey bis I awes not imitate 
his (happell contrary to his Lawes, which bind Cathe- 
drall Churches as well as the reſt ; none are exempted, 
z0ne can be diſpenſt withall, 
"The law is this, TheCommunion tableot Altar ſhal 
fland in the body of the church or chancel, where mox- 
nutng and eventing prayer be appointed to the ſaid,gy the 
Miniſter ſhall ſtand at the north ſide of the table. 
Therefore our (mmuntou table muſt ſtand as it had 
wort to doe, tn the midſt of the quire:aot at the Eaſt 
end,as farre as 1s poſsible from the people, where 10 part 
at all of evening prayer 1 ever ſaid,and but apeece of 
the morniug,and that never till of late, | 
_- Neither wy the table be placed along from North 
to South,as the eAltar ts ſet,but from Eaſt to weſt as 
the cuſtome 15 of all reformed Charches : otherwiſe,the 
Miniſter cannot ſtand at the north ſide, there berhe 
either ſide toward the North, 
And 7 trow there ar&but twe fides of a long table, 
and two ends:making it ſquareand then it will have 
foure ſides,and no end, or foure ends, and no fideat 
which any Minifter can ſtand to celebrite. 
I confeſſe,it is not materiall, which way a man 
turn his face,when he miniſters and prayeth,if it be 
{ett as a thing indifferent, without ſuperſtition. 
As St. Auguſtine ſaith,Cum quis querit ware,collo-. 
cat membra ſicut er occurrit when.any man goes atout 
. to pray he placeth his body,as occaſionſerueth.

. And St.Paul exhorteth every manto lift up pure 
hands,whether towards the Eaft,or Yeſt,it makes ng 
matter. 

Yet indeed 1t 15 more dangerous to. pray toward 
the Eaſt,becaule the idolatrous Heathen,which wor- 
ſhipped the Sun-rifing, did ſo. | 
 Andit wasthe cuſtome of the 7ewes,to pray Weſt- 
ward, leſt they ſhould be entiſed, to worſhip the Orien- 
tall ſunne,as the Heathen did, 

Which God himlſelte in the 8.chap.of Ezet.16.v. 
reckoneth among the abominatios of the idolatrous 
Iſraelites,who turning their backs towards theT em 
ple,worſhipped the Sunne towards the Eajt, - 
But the Jewes,ſaith Bellarmine which ſerved theLora, 
prayed towards the weſt : Therefore Chriſtians muſt 
turne them toward the Eaſt. | 

A bold reaſon. The ewes did well in avoiding all 
occaſion of Idolatry, unto which the vulgar ſort is 
too prone : as appearcth by the people of this place: 
How ſoon learned they to bow downe to the Altar, 
and worihip it! The Fees Jlay did well,therfore may 

Chriſtians doe 1ll,in imitating the idolatrous Gen- 
tiles,in that fooliſh,popiih,ſuperſtitious obſeryatio, 
of turning their faces Eaſt ward when they pray. 

And why may we not imitate the Jewes , in the 
thing they did well, the reaſon of their ſo doing be- 
ing not ceremonial], but morall ? 

The ceremoniall law is indeed abrogated;therfore 
we may not retaine it 3 but the morall law is ſtill in 
force,binding both Zewes azd Chriſtzans to avoid 
Tdolatry. | | 

-:.--Mt {ce the ſhameleſne(] eof a doting Jeſuit : he is 
content we ſhould imitate the 1ewes 1n their cere- 
monies; 
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monies,long ſince difanulled and ended , in having 
Altars,Sacrifices,Prielts, prieſtly veſtiments,oynt- 
ments, incenſe : But he will not have us belike the 
 Tewes 1n caſting Jdols out of our Churches, and in 
ſhunning all occaſtons of Jdolatry, _ by turning our 
backes on the Eaſt,when we pray as they did.

 eAnd they preciſely itnjoyned the Ainiſter toſtand 

at the celebration of the Lords ſupper, on the North
